The  question  of  lapel  pins  for  N.O.W.  was 
discussed,  and  Dick  Anderson  presented 
the  following  information:  Die  fee  is 
$50,00  regardless  to  number  of  pins  made. 
The  pins  are  available  in  10  k gold  at 
53.50;  sterling  silver  at  $2.75;  gold- 
filled  at  $2.75  and  gold  plate  at  $1.50. 
A minimum  order  of  100  pieces  is  necessary 
(all  metals — may  be  mixed).  Ralph  Parker 
offered  to  purchase  the  die  and  be  re- 
imbursed by  pre-sale  on  the  pins.  The 
matter  was  referred  to  the  executive  com- 
mittee for  study. 


Life  membership  for  N.O.W.  was  proposed.

Funds  to  be 
kept  in  a separate  account  and  dues  pro- 
rated into  the  general  treasury.  Del 
Bertschy  proposed  that  membership  b e 
opened  at  a lower  rate  to  stimulate  in- 
terest, and  after  60  days  the  rate  be  set 
at  the  full  $25.  Referred  to  the  execu- 
tive committee  for  study  and  proposal. 

Advertising  in  our  N.O.W.  News  was  dis- 
cussed. We  have  received  a feeler  from  a 
Numismatic  publication  on  this  matter. 
Mr.  Yeoman  did  not  feel  that  advertising 
would  pay  for  itself.  General  feeling  of 
the  Board  was  that  since  the  N.O.W.  New  s 
is  our  largest  outlay,  that  further  study 
was  warrented.  Only  state  of  Wisconsin 
businesses  would  be  asked  to  advertise. 


The  new  bourse  fee  will  be  $35  for  one 
table  and  one  dealer.  The  fee  will  be 
$50  for  a table  at  which  two  dealers  have 
coins  for  sale. 

By  unanimous  vote  of  the  Board  the  N.O.W. 
Convention  has  been  reduced  to  a full  two 
day  show.  The  new  show  hours  will  be 
Saturday  9:00  a.m.  to  9:00  p.m.  and  Sun- 
day 10:00  a.m.  to  9:00  p.m.  Dealers  will 
be  invited  to  set  up  on  Friday  night, 
with  customer  sales  to  begin  on  Saturday. 
Security  will  be  provided  for  Friday 
evening.

Mr.  Gill  brought  an  African  Tukula  piece 
and  told  the  group  about  it.  These  are 
redwood  cakes  about  a foot  long.  They’re

used  in  present-giving  as  well  as  in  bar- 
ter and  trade  in  the  region  of  the  Upper 
Congo. 


Redwood  trees  found  in  certain  areas  of 
the  Congo  have  a beautiful  deep  red  color 
and  are  very  hard  and  heavy.  When  this 
wood  is  rotten  it  is  easily  ground  down 
with  a stone  and  water,  and  the  powder  is 
made  into  cakes  which  are  very  easy  to 
transport.  The  powder  is  mixed  with  oil 
and  is  used  for  dying  cloth,  coloring 
woodwork,  pots,  etc.  It  is  the  tukula 
that  provides  much  of  the  general  reddish 
tinge  so  characteristic  of  West  African 
material  culture.  The  tukula  cake,  after 
much  handling,  becomes  black  and  shiny. 
Mr.  Gill's  piece  was  unusual  because  it 
was  not  broken.

In  their  traveling 
throughout  Wise o ns  i n 
they  are  continuously 
stopping  at  little  out- 
of-the-way  antique 
shops  along  their  way. 
discovered  a Malayan  Kris  (sword)  on  one 
trip  and  earlier  this  summer  ran  across 
some  "bone”  elk  teeth  and  trade  beads. 
Virgil  was  a little  disappointed  in  the 


bone  elk  teeth  at  first,  but  after  realiz- 
ing they  had  actually  been  used  as  trad- 
ing material  among  the  Indians,  he  felt 
that  he  had  another  interesting  item  for 
his  collection.  Elk  teeth  are  quite  rare 
because  there  are  only  two  matched  teeth 
from  each  animal  & weren't  too  p le  nti- 
ful.  Bone  elk  teeth  are  bone  chips  ground 
to  look  like  elk  teeth.  Because  they 
were  larger  than  the  real  ones  the  Indians 
valued  them  highly,  but  soon  the  supply 
exceeded  the  demand  and  bone  elk  teeth 
became  costume  decorations  and  were  no 
longer  used  as  "money".
